er that the United States do its 
part to make war impossible, re- 
called how two years ago, he had 
stood "at Hoboken pier among five 
thousand .dead in tbeir flag-drapsd 
coffins."

as the eye could see, and grief that 
no human soul could uppraise," he 
said, and added:

Amplyifing the prayer with the 


declaration which many interpreted 
as referring 
to the proposal for 


American membership in tbe world 
court, he scid:

We cannot guarautee 
but we can promote the 
peaceful 


adjustment of disputes, we can aid 
iu the establishment of the agencies 
of peace, we can be' influential in 
committing the world to the 
tri- 


umphs of peace, and make hateful 
to human kind the spoils of 
war." 


Ceremonial programs were also ar- 


ranged at other cemeteries in and 
around the city with special exercises 
under the auspices of tbe Amcricau 
Lesion in the World AVer section of 
Arlington cemetery. 


The program for separate exercises 


at Arlington under the auspices ' of 
the Distillled Areteraus of tbe World 
War included the dedication by Mrs. 
Hording of an elm tree to the World 
War dead. The site of the tree is 
about one hundred yards from the 
tomb of the unknown soldier.

Secretary 


Dwigbt Davis of the War 
Depart- 


ment declared the legion "must de- 
mand that never again shall Ameri- 
can boys be sacrificed as many of 
iiiose, our comrades, were sacrificed, 
because we forget the lessons of tbe 
past.' 


"Those who opposed in times of 


peace," Mr. Davis said, "The training 
of lbe«e boys for self defense, must 
feel n heavy weight of responsibility 
for this unnecessary sacrifice. Yet, 
today we hear the same voices again 
raised, urging that our defenses he 
thrown down, our army and navy dis- 
banded, our men again left untrained 
for self defense. 


"War is horrible, they say, and he- 


ing horrible, must be made impossi- 
ble. 
With that 
aspiration we 
all 


agree: as to its present 
probability 


aiid the means of accomplishing it, we 
differ. 


"The constructive way to work for 


real peace is to bend our 
every 


energy toward removing the misun- 
derstandings, the jealousies and the 
hatreds between peoples. The train- 
ing of a strong and peace-loving peo- 
ple to defend themselves against at- 
tack is their best guarantee of peace.

ALBANY, X. T., May 31.—(By the 


Associated Press)—Governor Smith 
was told by AYayne B. Wheeler, gen- 
eral 
council 
for the 
Anti-Saloon 


League at the opening session today 
of the governor's public hearing on 
the repeal of the Mullan-Gage act, 
that Xew York state would become 
"the rendezvous of rum runners and 
liquor bandits of other states" if the 
bill was signed. 


Mr. Yfheeler, citing -voluminous de- 


cisions of the United States supreme 
court and other 
federal and state 


tribunals, declared that the states 
were duty' bound 
to enforce the 


Eighteenth Amendment. 


"The repeal of 
the Mullan-Gage 


act without providing a substitute is 
an attempt to defeat or thwart the 
amendment and a violation of a con- 
stitutional 
duty." 
lie 
declared- 


"Among the 48 legislatures 
which 


ratified the Eighteenth Amendment; 
was that of New York state." 


Mr. Wheeler said that the repeal of 


the enforcement code 
of the state 


"would be a fruitless attempt to nul- 
lify the constitution." Its sole effect, 
he asserted, would bo to take away 
from officers of the peace their pres- 
ent power to arrest law breakers, 


r' "Hy adopting this repealer 
New 


Tork would be in the position of seek- 
ing to retain the protection of a na- 
tional government of laws without 
contributing 
to that protection, he 


said, "to repeal a law necessary to 
enforce the constitution and substi- 
tute nothing for it, is plain and pal- 
pable nullification. 


"It is nullification of the slacker 


type that stands idly by and sees life 
and property destroyed that could be 
saved. If a state may assume consti- 
tutional obligations and then 
ruth- 


lessly disregard them nt the whim, of 
a legislative body, the constitution is 
reduced to a mere scrap of paper."

Uniform Drainage Best, Expert Says 


The proper spacing and depth of 


tile.-drainage for Scioto County soils 
has been studied on ten Scioto Coun- 
ty farms by AY. 1', Miller, Extension 
Engineer of The Ohio State Univer- 
sity. The ten farms have a total of 
22,000 rods of tile, of which 7,200 
rods were installed, according to the 
iplans made by the Agricultural Kx- 
tension Engineers. Some of the tile 
that arc giving satisfactory results 
were installed forty years ago. 


The spacing of the tile lines on the 


farms with uniform drainage ranged 
from 20 feet to 100 feet. The 
most 


profitable spacing seemed to be forty 
feet. The depth of the tile ranged 


frotr 24 to 4S inches. The best re- 
sults are being obtained from tile laid 
at an average depth of iiO inches, but 
the depth at which the tile can be 
laid varies with different types of 
soil and outlet conditions. 


Hand digging of trenches 3 feet 


deep is such slow work that it takes 
a lifetime to thoroughly drain a farm 
in this way. The power ditching ma- 
chine will cut 100 rods of S foot 
trench in a duy thus doing more in 
one day than can he done in ten by 
hand. The machine also- digs the 
trench for less than the cost of hand 
digging.

First get your lot, one gen- 
erous enough for your needs and In 
as desirable a location as possible, 
i Building a house, eicept for the 
Tery wealthy, is certain to be a

ner In a more desirable location; 
TDtt very natural}' the limitations of 
Syour pocket book must be con- 
isidered. 
i Assuming that you have not yet 
purchased your building lot you are 
then unrestricted in your choice. 
Keep In mind the transpqrtation to 
and from your work, look to the 
' schools, churches and parks, and 


consider, if you can, the future of 
the neighborhood. 


; A lot may best be cho.ien If you 
already have in mind tlie type of 
house you intend to build. Building 
lots are wide or narrow, sometimes 
upon a corner, and others are in 


;the center of the block. Kemember 
that the site will inevitably affect 
the design and perhaps the size and 
shape of your house. If your lot 
,is narrow by all means do not con-

What is commonly termed the 


"city type bungalow" is built of so- 
called fireproof materials. 
These 


materials are brick, tile and con- 
crete blocks, covered with either a 
veneer of face brick, such us the 
bungalow shown in the accompany- 
ing illustration, or with stucco. 
Building restrictions in the larger 
cities make this type of construction 
obligatory, but nevertheless bunga- 
lows of this sort are equally adapt- 
ed to suburbs and smaller cities and 
towns. 
While the bungalow is associated 


in the minds of most people with a 
one-story 
house, architects have 


added a second floor to many homes 
of this style of architecture. 
The 


bungalow shown is of the latter 
type. It will be seen by the floor 


plans illustrated that there a re eight 
rooms, Including one bedroom on the 
first floor nnd three bedrooms and 
bath on the second floor. The ex- 
terior of the home Is pleasing, al- 
though rather plain, but not severe. 
The entrance is at the side and 
leads into the inclosed porch. This 
Is exceptionally large, being 26 feet 
wide and 8 feet deep, making a 
pleasant ami comfortable sitting 
room In either summer or winter. 
The living room, which is readied 
through a door at the center of the 
porch, also is large, being 24 feet 
long and 13 feej: wide. At one end 
there is an open fireplace, while at 
the other there is an open stair 
leading to the second floor. The din- 
ing room is connected with the living 
room through a double-cased open- 
ing. This room Is 11 by 14 feet, 0 


inches. At the rear of the dining 
room is the kitchen, 8 feet 6 inches 
by 13 feet, while nt the corner is n 
bedroom, 11 by 13 feet, with a toilet 
adjoining It. On the second floor 
there are three good-sized.bedrooms 
nnd the Bathroom. A basement ex- 
tends under the whole house, where- 
in is located the heating plant, laun- 
dry, storage rooms, etc. 


The dimensions of this house are 


20 by 48 feet, the width making It 
suitable for erection on the narrow 
lots that are common In the cities. 


This house may be constructed of 


frame with the brick veneer, or of 
brick or tile with the brick exterior. 
It is a good substantial structure, of 
pleasing exterior and a comfortably 
arranged Interior.

Consider Your Neighbors.

'your yard in the back (after the 
European fashion)

There Is an inherent stability 


about the word home. The man 
-who defined It as the place where 
he hung his hat showed that he was 
never at ease, for he said nothing 
about his coat, and not a word about 
his slippers. He was "always ready 
to go at any moment. 


When a man makes tip his mind 


to proceed about the important busi- 
ness of shaking himself loose from 
his landlord and acquiring a home 
for himself, one of the first ques- 
tions he encounters is the problem 
of the material from which he shall 
build his home. 
From some vague portion of his 


mind there comes to him the mem- 
ory of the banker in his old home 
town. He had a brick house, a won- 
derful brick house, nnd with child- 
ish simplicity, he reasons as he did 
years ago, that therefore It must be 
expensive. Other folks had wooden 
bouses. 


Price of Brick Lower. 


That may have been more true a 


quarter of a century ago, but one 
can do a lot of forgetting in those 
years. While the cost of lumber lias 
been climbing—all unknown to our 
prospective 
builder—the cost of 


brick has been declining, until now 
the two have almost met. 


Therefore it is that the builder 


who investigates will discover, some- 
what to the astonishment of his pre- 
conceived ideas, perhaps, that the 
use of brick is an actual economy. 
It actually saves dollars and cents. 


It Isn't the first cost so much," 


the builder argues with reason. 
"It's the upkeep." 


And with this in mind, brick is 


the only building material. Its ad- 
vantages arc\ manifold, but none is 
more cogent 
than the fact that

able of 'lasting three times ns long 
us a frame house. This in itself 
should dictate the use of brick, 
though its cost were more than 
twice ns great. 


What is the difference in cost? 


Surprisingly little, for inquiries in 
various parts of the country—based 
on actual estimates obtained from 
builders—shows that an ordinary 
brick house of six or seven rooms 
can be built for a sum ranging 
from $400 to $500 more than the 
same one constructed of wood. 


Little Depreciation. 


It is a matter of common knowl- 


edge among those who have had 
occasion to observe the relative 
wearing qualities 
of 
brick 
and 


frame houses, that brick docs not 
depreciate at all the first five years. 
After that it is very slow, about 
one per cent a year. 


On the other band, frame build- 


ings begin to depreciate at the 
rate of about 3 per cent per year, 
commencing as 
quickly as built. 


Within a few years the slight extra 
cost of the brick is wiped out en- 
tirely by the more rapid deprecia- 
tion of the frame house, and for 
more than one-half of its life time, 


In the larger cities, where proper- i 


ty values are high, home builders 
with limited means often secure lots 
that are narrow,.desiring a conveni- 
ent location rather than considera- 
ble space for lawn at the 'sides of 
the home. For that reason-archi- 
tects have designed what is general- 
ly termed the "narrow-lot house." 
One of these bouses is shown in the 
Illustration. 


This is a brick house of rather 


unusual design. 
A porch, 8 feet 


deep, with lieavy walls and with a 
balcony above it, gives the house 
an appearance of solidity, while the 
flat, pitched roof is relieved of its 
plainness by the overhang of the 
roof at the front. Reader courses 
of the faced brick in the walls of 
the porch are an attractive feature. 
The building is 22 feet wide and £! 
feet deep, with an additional S feet 
for the porch. 
It is of standard 


brick construction, or may be built 
of frame, tile or concrete blocks, 
with the face brick over the exterior 
walls. 


The house contains, as will be 


seen from the lloor plans, six rooms 
and bath. 
The entrance from "the 


porch leads through a small vesti- 
bule to, the reception hall. At the 
left, through a cased opening, is the 
living room, 11 feet wide and 17 feet 
deep. Another cased opening con- 
nects the living and dining rooms, 


Dirty or Faulty Chimneys Wast« 


Coal and Are Serious Danger 


to Life and Property. 


The Department of Agriculture 


gives the following advice upon the 
care and maintenance of chimney 
flues: 


As is the_/:ase with all masonry 


work, it is sometimes necessary to 
rake out disintegrated mortar joints 
and to repoint them and, at limes, 
to replace worn or weathered ma- 
terial. 
In chimneys this is most 


likely to occur -around the top, be- 
cause of the action of the flue gases. 
The method of making such repairs 
Is.obvious and need not be discussed 
here. 


Leaking flues are a source of dan- 


ger and affect the efficiency of the 
stove, heater or^fireplace. 
Leaks 


may be located by means of the 
smoke test described In the bulletin 
referred to above. 


Injaew work the chimney should 


be tested with smoke before any o£ 
the masonry is enclosed by other 
construction, as any leaJks that may 
be found can be more easily rc-| 
paired than when surrounding work| 
renders parts of the chimney inac-! 
cessible. If the leaking joints are1 
accessible the mortar may be raked, 
out nnd the joint repointed or the 
entire masonry surface may be given 
a plaster coat of cement mortar. The; 
only safe method of repairing a 
leaking flue that Is without a lining,! 
nnd which cannot be plastered on1 
the outside, is to take it down and 
rebuild It properly. 


To Improve Leaky .Flues. 


Flues that leak through the Joints 


of the lining may sometimes be im- 
proved In the following manner:' 
Using a tightly-woven cloth, such as 
is used in cement bags, make a pad; 
about one and one-half inches thick; 
and of a size which will lit the flue 
tightly. Excelsior or hoghair maybe 
used to fill the pad. On each side 
of the pad place nn inch board, cut 
to-the .shape of the flue, but two 
inches less in dimension. The boards 
should - be -well nailed together 
through and around .the center oJ 
the pad. Attach light ropes or wires 
to each of the corners of each bonrd 
and bring them together at the cen- 
ter, but at least twelve inches away 
from the bonrd, and attach ropes 
long enough to permit drawing the 
pad UD and down the flue. The 
short ropes or wireS'to-the corners" 
of the pad will tend to keep it hori- 
zontal. Place the pad in the flue at;. 
the top nnd draw it up and down un-j 
til the flue is cleaned of soot. 


With the pad drawn down to a 


the latter also being 11 feet wide 
and 3 feet deep. To the right of 
the dining room is the kitchen, S by 
30 feet in size. At the head of the 
stairs on the corner of the second 
floor is the bathroom,' while three 
bedrooms, nil corner rooms, open oft 
a hall.

seen that a comfortable, convenient 
home has been achieved in a rather 
limited space.

erate. The percentage of water in 
green wood may boas high as 30 to 
40 per cent, and in dry wood 15 to 
20 per cent. When wood is slowly 
burned it gives ofC acetic and pyro- 
gonous acid. This, in combination 
with water or moisture, forms creo- 
sote. When the draft is strong and 
an active fire is maintained much 
of 1be creosote that forms will l o e 
carried off int^the atmosphere. The 
trouble is aggravated when the tire 
does not burn briskly and when the 
flue 4s subjected to chilling Masts as 
when placed in an outside wall. l»e 
walls of the chimney, being compar- 
atively cool, cause condensation or 
the vapors contained on the srnoi;e.

Suction fans that draw out from 


kitchens the steam and smoke ol 
cooking have accomplished more 
than is at first credited to them in 
saving hard work. Though pri- 
marily intended to keep odors from 
spreading over the house from the 
kitchen and to freshen the air, it 
has been found that the drawing of 
cooking smoke straight from the 
stove to the outer air prevents a 
great deal of the greasy film that 
accompanies all but electrical cook- 
ing from settling on woodwork ana 
other surfaces. 
The blades of a 


fan mounted high in a kitchen wall 
or window sash are found to be cov- 
ered very soon -'ith a thick gum of 
this greasy residue; while the sur- 
rounding glass and wood are prac- 
tically free from this film.

Electrified furniture does "shine 


Itself up," but this refers to the 
shine of lights that may be plugged 
Into its numerous electric outlets, 
not to any quality of self-cleaning. 
Housekeepers have become so ac- 
customed to being told of the labor- 
eliminating powers of electricity it 
seems they are prepared for any- 


The advantages of electrified fur- 


niture lie In the convenience it 


upholstery and padded cushions. It 
must be sent scurrying'through bed- 
springs, and across mattresses ana 
pillows. It must be sent prying into 
he corners of drawers and around 
oose baseboards and other crevices 
where dust rolls up. It can be made 
to help prodigiously when paint or 
varnish is drying by reversing the 
current and the breeze thus direct- 
ed to the wet surfaces. 
It can do 


splendid service in the same reverse 
if it be used, before other dusting 
is done, to carry the dirt out from 
around the wires of a piano.

can swallow the dust from ^alls 
themselves, making these look sev- 
eral shades cleaner than before. 
All this is labor that takes but a 
short time, and means much hard 
work saved which would otherwise 
have to be done by hard personal 
brushing or scrubbing.

SAVE THE GAS BILL 


The following "Do's and Don'ts" 


for gas users are suggested by the 
United States bureau of standards, 
a government department at Wash- 


gton: 
Cooking burners should be in cor- 


rect 
position.

about 1% inches below the bottom 
of the cooking vessel. 


Eusting of ovens can almost be 


eliminated by opening the orcn 
door slightly for a few minutes aft- 
er burners are lighted, permitting 
escape of a greater part of the 
moisture, preventing too rapid con- 
densation. 


Remember gas is no hotter ten 


minutes after burner is lighted 
than the instant it is lighted. 


Turn out gas and relight it again 


in event there is an interval when 
same is not needed. Matches are 
cheaper than gas. 


Keep burners of gas range clean 


saucepans, set over 
You can cook three 


by washing, them in boiling -water 
and soda at least once 'a month and 
have them dry before using. This 
will save gas. 
Don't bake a pie or biscuits alone 


in a gas oven. Use gas oven, to its 
fullest capacity on baking days. 
Plan to have a baked dinner when 
you bake. 


Use triple 


one burner, 
vegetables for the cost of cooking 
one. Ordinary saucepans will cook 
one vegetable at a time. 


Don't use the giant burner on 


your gas range until you have food 
ready to go on fire.

More General Use of Brass. 


Twenty-nine million tons of iron 


metal wasted itself away as rust 


uring the year 1020, according to 
n estimate made by Sir Robert 
ladfield, who reported to the Insti- 
ute of Civil Engineers o£ Great 
Britain in that year on the corro- 
ion of ferrous metals. This rep- 
esented, he said, a total economic 
oss of nearly $3,r>00,000,000, count- 
ng labor, metal and the other ele- 
ments necessary to replace it. 


Rust, the great enemy of iron, 


holds no terrors for brass, and that 
s why increasing numbers of build- 
ers, "architects, 
engineers 
and 


plumbers are recommending the 
use of brass in pipe, pipe-fittings 
and plumbing installations. 


Brass is a mixture of copper and 


zinc, with the copper greatly pre- 
dominating. From a practical point 
of view it does not rust, although 
chemically there comes about a 
slight change through oxidation 
after years of exposure. 


AVhiie rust is slaying its tens in 


the brasses, it is annihilating its 
millions in the irons, a fact dem- 
onstrated daily when old plumbing 
Is removed from a building. 


Pipes Often Choked. 


As the water pours through" the 


iron piping, the gnses that are re- 
leased join with the oxygen in its 
deleterious action, until often pipes 
become so choked with iron oiide 
that the water flows through with 
the greatest difficulty. Often com- 
plaint is made that the pressure is 
low whereas the fault really lies 
in the rust within the pipes them- 
selves. ' 


The remedy lies in using brass, 


which, as compared with iron and 
steel, is everlasting. 
Contrary to 


general opinion, its cost'is not ex- 
cessive, considering its superior ef- 
ficiency, endurance and minimum 
maintenance cost. Prices will vary 
with localities, but the cost of brass 
piping over iron in many homes 
has been proven to be less than 
?100 additional. 
Brass pipe is more economical in 


the labor cost entailed in its instal- 
lation. It is more readily cut, 
threaded and bent than iron and 
steel. At the joints there is never 
any corrosion, which so often is the 
cause of leaks in the ordinary pipes. 
Finally, while iron has no resale 
value," brass plumbing even though 
removed from an old building, can 
be used again or sold at a high 
scrap price. 
There is nothing more annoying 


in the average home than constant 
trouble with drains, pipes 
and 


plumbing that leaks and fails to 
give continued and highly efficient 
service. More than one householder 
iias suffered from damaged ceilings, 
walls 
furniture and clothes be- 


cause an iron pipe rusted through 
at an inopportune time. 
The an- 


swer is brass, and an increasin 


homes marvelous baths, equipped 
with luxuries to add every conceiv- 
able enjoyment to the cleansing 
processes of the day. 
Along with 


the delights of marble pools, fra- 
grant ointments, and pleasing tem- 
pered waters provided in these 
baths, there were dozens" of slaves 
to relieve men and women from 
trouble or exertion in the manage- 
ment of their ablutions.

Building and loan associations 


are not only the object of stiata 
favor and encouragement, but nth* 
congress of the United States'jjsp- 
preciated so highly the great good 
they confer upon society, thatMn 
every revenue measure passed • in 
congress in the last quarter! cen-. 
tury they have been eiempt^from' 
taxes imposed on other forms of 
corporations, in order to encourage 
their growth and development, and 
to stimulate through their auspices 
the building of homes. As a further 
evidence of the high regard in 
which they are held, at the last ses- 
sion of congress the revenue act 
was further amended to exempt 
from income tax the dividends or 
interest, received by an individual, 
from domestic building and loan as- 
sociations loaning to membecs only, 
which does not exceed 5300.

Associations Teach Thrift. 


The functions of building and 


loan 
associations 
are 
two-fold: 


They teach thrift nnd -tsystematic 
saving-of money, they'encourage 
their members to own their homes. 


The whole institution^ founded 


upon the principle of co-operation. '• 


The saving members receive their 


fair proportion of the interest their 
money has earned, generally from, 
5 to 7 per cent per annum, depend- 
ing upon the terms of deposit and 
local loaning rates. Interest is com- 
pounded so that the saving mem- 
bers have a safe, convenient and, 
continuing place in w-hich to de-' 
posit savings monthly; or weekly at 
the highest rate of 'interest con- 
sistent with absolute .safety. The 
saving and borrowing; member be- 
comes a saving member to repay 
his loan. 


Are Co-Operative Banks. 


How do these associations differ| 


from banks, and are they competi- 
tors? 
Frankly, they are a type of co-

Vacuum Cleaner Eliminates House- 


wife's Former Prejudice. 


There is a tendency noted to re- 


:urn to the entirely carpeted floor 
n the home of today.. Rugs laid 
directly on a wood floor have held 
almost complete sway for a decade 
or more with the housewife-who is 
decorating her 'home. Several of 
the leading New York decorators 
are now recommending carpets to 
their clients. 


Investigation shows several rea- 


sons for the tendency, but before 
enumerating them it should be 
noted that the carpeted floor Is be- 
ing' used almost exclusively in the 
permanent home and not in the 
apartment where the tenant may 
move at a few days' notice and 
wants a rug that can be easily 
rolled up and carried with him. It 
is felt that the prime reason for 
the popularity of the entirely car- 
peted floor is the growing realiza- 
tion that such a floor covering of 
the proper tone and design, if any, 
is the most suitable foundation for 
any decorative scheme that may be 
applied to the room. The old ob- 
jection that carpets cannot bo kept 
properly clean has been eliminated 
with the introduction of efficient 
vacuum cleaners. Another point is 
thnt in the modern house, many of 
the rooms are of irregular shape 
and difficult to cover properly with 
n rug. but n cnrpet can be made to 
fit any outline. In these same mod- 
ern bouses, space is often very con- 
densed nnd a floor entirely covered

lected for Their Utility 


and Beauty.

Nothing Is more beautiful than 


the formal dining room with its dig- 
nified set of furniture, its heavy sil- 
ver, its wall tapestry and ali acces- 
sories expressing the finest effect. 
But for one such dining room there 
are thousands In which very little 
money can be expended, and where 
adverse conditions must be inex- 
pensively remedied. Therefore, we 
are here to consider the dining 
room in the little two-story home, 
which may be Dutch Colonial, or 
Mission, or merely American. This 
is an average dining room, about 12 
by 14 feet in size. 
One enters 


through French doors, which sepa- 
rate it from the living room. A sec- 
ond single glass door opens upon a 
sun parlor, and a third door leads 
into the pantry way, adjoining the 
kitchen. 


There are two full-sized and one 


casement window. 
The room is 


light, as it faces east. The floor is 
hardwood, so light that it must be 
deepened to the tone of walnut or 
oak. Until our floor is quiet in tone 
nothing effective can be accom- 
plished. In cases where it is impos- 
sible to change the tone of the floor- 
ing it is advisable to cover this bor- 
der with a strip of linoleum or plain 
carpet,- deeper in tone than wood- 
work and body of the rug. 


The rug for the dining room may 


be figured, and our walls should 
preferably be plain. 
One of the 


most excellent finishes for walls is 
a mottled effect showing variation 
of light and dark tone's. Or, in a 
buff or dark ivory, a stipple effect 
is delightful. These effects may be 
attained in paper as well as plaster 
finishes. Let us avoid using friezes 
of any kind in a dining room. Like

room than wooden paneling, applied 
to the plaster surface nnd creating 
the effect of panels.

types of dining room the panel may 
be featured by using figured paper, 
either of very dignified, classical 
design (if the room is to be quite 
formal) or nn effect of gayoty and 
color may be produced by using pa- 
per suggestive of chintz and cre- 
tonne. 


The Rugs and Drapes. 


Such rooms approach the break- 


fast room in their final effect and 
are not dignified nor quiet enough 
in character to please the popular 
taste. But how infinitely preferable 
they are to the dear brown dining 
room, with its tan madras curtains, 
or the red dining room with its glo- 
riously (V) golden oak furniture! 
Kor the well lighted dining room, a 
Japanese grass cloth of blue gold, 
changeable in effect, with acep- 
toned woodwork and plain blue sun- 
fast curtains at the windows, fin- 
ished with valance of printed linen, 
virile in design nnd in which are 
found tones of blue, gold, rose or 
petunia, would be effective.

Above all, there must be simplicity 
in the dining room.

than any other remedy. 


The Use of Pictures. 


A mooted question is Hint con- 


c-prnine the use of pictures on the 
dining room wall. Centrally speak- 
ing, it is not advisable to use them, 
though there are reproductions of 
old flower studies which nre effec- 
tive.

000. The gift is significant as show- 
ing the estimate placed on Orientals 
and tiieir commercial and artistic 
importance. 


Naturally all floor coverings have 


both -a practical and an artistic 
value in varying proportions. The 
first place of a rug is as a cover- 
Ing for a floor. Its value is in pro- 
portion to its durability, its size 
and its weight and fineness. In all 
of these qualities Orientals excel, 
in varying degrees. They are du- 
rable, lie well on the floor and come 
in sizes which adapt them to alt 
floor areas. 


On the decorative side Orientals 


offer so wide a range of design and

Though 


Orientals are more costly than (in- 
mestic rugs, their wearing and 
decorative qualities fully offset the 
difference in price. Oriental rugs 
are valued for their age as well as 
for their beauty and utility. Or it 
would be more nearly correct to 
say that their age makes Orientals 
more valuable as it enhances their 
beauty. Use gives their colorings a 
softness and u blending quality not 
possible to obtain in other ways. 
Since the war, when the supply ot 
antiques ran short, attempts have 
been made to imitate the effects ot 
time by giving Oriental rugs chem- 
ical baths, which lower their in- 
tensity, but at the same time give 
them a glossy appearance not de- 
sirable.

"washed" rugs. 


Oriental rugs fnll into a number 


of 
different 
classifications, being 


known chieily by names taken from 
the territories from which they 
come, as Persian, Bokhara. Knznk, 
Anatolian.

In some of these, the patterns and 
colors are easily recognizable. In 
others the differences nre so minute 
that an expert is required to rec- 
ognize them. In fact, tho naming 
of Orientals is confused. Some will 
be called by one expert by the 
nnme of a district, while anotlier 
will give them the name of a town.

FLOOR PLAN 


The climate ot California is such 


that the sturdy construction re- 
quired to make a home .habitable 
the year around in many other sec- 
tions, is not required.

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Many Way* Are Open to Prospec- 


tive Home Owner Who Is Willing 


and Able to Do His Share. 


There are no magic methods by 


which a home can be created out 
of nothing. 


When a man decides that he 


needs a hat, for Instance, some two 
of three months after his wife has 
decided the same thing, he realizes 
that he must finance the hat, usual- 
ly to the extent of a p'ayment down 
of 100 per cent of its cost or p'ay- 
ment'in full on the first of the 
month If he is using his credit. 


Still, there are some people who 


seem to have the idea that there 
are ways of securing a home with 
no money at all. There are some 
people, even, who seem to think 
that a good job is all that is neces- 
sary and that no preliminary sav- 
ing or accumulation of funds is es- 
sential on their part. 


However, buying a home is just 


like buying anything else. Sooner 
or later it is to be paid for, and 
if a bank or firm is induced to pay 
for the house in place of the pros- 
pective owner, they must be paid 
for their services and for the use 
of their money. Tiius there have 
grown up several different methods 
of aiding prospective home owners 
to finance their homes. The follow- 
ing are simply outlines of a few 
of the methods which have proved 
to be most practicable and most 
helpful. 


There Is 'a •widespread and keen 


desire on the part of practically 
every large bank, real estate or- 
ganization and other Institutions, to 
give every possible aid to the man 
or woman who wishes to secure his 
own'home. It. is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that home owners 
are, in general, the kind of people 
we like to have as neighbors, and 
the type of people who are Uncle 
Sam's best citizens. 


Building and Loan Plan. 


Building and loan associations 


have long been rendering splendid 
and increasing service to builders. 
Their plan is usually very fair and 
efficient, 'the amount or money 
which they have nt their disposal 
depends, of course, on supply and 
demand. Their supply is, in the 
main, dependent on people who 
use the associations as savings 
banks.

Home building throughout the 


country, has been greatly stimu- 
lated by the large fund which has 
been set aside by the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance company to relieve 
the shortage of homes caused by 
the war. They 'have set aside n 
fund of $75,000,000 to be put into 
modest

and 
apartments 


throughout the country. More than 
3,000 new hom_es have already been 


rower to receive more aid than is 1 furnish 80 per cent of the money 
given him in the first mortgage loan, necessary to complete the building. 
In such cases this loan can usually 
be supplemented by a second mort- 
gage loan for an additional 25 per 
cent of the cost of his house, plus 
the value of the land. In many 
cases this 25 per cent is increased 
until it is almost equal, when add- 
ed to the first mortgage loan, to the 
cost of the building.

Second Mortgage Loans. 


In many o.isos It Is necessary In 


addition to tho above, for the bur- 


es nre obliged to take a back 


seat for the holders of the first 
mortgage. This means that the 
homo builder is required to pny a 
higher interest rate on the second 
mortgage loiin. nnd a higher rate 
of commission. The average second 
mortgage interest rate at present 
is approximately 1 per cent. 


1'ractically every hank, realtor, 


and contrantor or builder has its 
own method of finnncing homes. It 
is simply a question of the use of 
gray matter on the part of the 
prospective home owner, to inves- 
tigate the field and choose the 
method best suited to his means, 
lie should constantly hoar in mind 
tho fact that something cannot be i 
"rented out of nothing. 


In general, one oc the good 


sources of money is tho borrower's 
local bank. If t'he bank is unable 
lo tako care of him, he should ap- 
ply to some realtor, builder or 
contractor who operates in his 
neighborhood. 


Typical Reaftor's Financing Plan. 


Tho following is quoted from one 


realtor, and is typical of the tinanc- 
Ing plans which nro lioinir offered 
by others with slight variations: 


"For a lot. owner who has pur- 


ohnsod his homo-site from us, we 
will build a Inmgnlow home upon 
payment of 20 per cent wish. We 


For instance—a home site costing 
?1,500 and the cost of the building 
at $7,000, total 58,500, the 20 per 
cent cash necessary is about $1,700, 
balance payable 1 per cent per 
month including interest nt 7 per 
cent per annum payable monthly 
on deferred payments. If the home 
site is all paid for, then 5200.00 
cash in addition is required, at 
which time construction of the 
home is started, and as fast as 
working conditions permit, we com- 
plete it and deliver it. 


"On-a two-apartment house the 


required payment is 25 per cent 
cash. We furnish 75 percent of 
the money necessary to complete 
the building, as the following ex- 
ample will explain—If the home 
site costs $2,000 and a two-apart- 
ment building $12,000, total $14,000, 
the required 25 per cent cash is 
$3,500, balance payable 1 per cent 
per month including interest at 7 
per cent per annum payable month- 
ly on deferred payments. If the 
home site is paid for, then the re- 
quired cash is only $2,000. 


"The building cost of bungalows 


thus financed is limited to $8,000, 
nnd two apartment buildings to 
$12,000. 


'A home site with all necessary 


street improvements such as.sew- 
er, wnter, cement sidewalks, gas, 
electricity nnd paving, may be_pur- 
chased from us on terms' of lo per 
cent cash and 1 per.cent per month 
nnd interest 6 per cent per annum 
payable monthly." 


The above is merely cited as one 


example of how an individual firm 
is handling the financing of homes 
in Chicago. Many firms have other 
variations of the nbove. 
> In all 


events, the best way to finance 
your home is to select a realtor. 
20 to him. tell him just what you • 
can afford to do. what you want, 
and he wilj supply some such sim- 
ple method as the above sugges- 
tion. 


The suggestion of going to a 


realtor is especially applicable in 
the event you want to buy a home 
that Is already constructed. Won- 
derful bargains can be had in 
homes already constructed and the 
payments can be adjusted pretty 
much to suit your pocketbook. 


Don't put off your efforts at own- 


ing your home, without consulting 
n realtor nnd see if he can sug- 
gest some way in which you can, 
with his help, finance yourself, 
because every day you do so is 
wasted.

, Proper distribution in the rooms 
of the home Is recognized as of 
equal importance to its brilliancy. 
In order that some objects may not 
be thrown into a glare and others 
shadowed, it. is necessary to scat- 
ter light about the room at several 
well-chosen points, rather than to 
center it in a dazzling, spot in the 
middle of the celling. This may be

phase of lamp and fixture making 
—especially in the shading. 


Still, illuminating experts have 


kept a careful watch on what is be- 
ing done, and have endeavored to 
fit the picture-creating qualities of 
light to physical needs as well. This 
means that shades, although thpy 
are wanted colorful and graceful, 
must also be suited to the purpose 
of diffusing and reflecting light, and 
must not take away from the light 
shaded too mucli of its powers of 
Illumination. 


Thus glass has been bent and 


decorated into forms and colors not 
hitherto known in this transparent 
material. There are to be had now 
glass shades for lamps, wall fix- 
tures and chandeliers whose beauty 
is equal to that of hand-painted 
parchment or silk and whose light- 
straining qualities are much su- 
perior. 


Lovely Glass Shades. 


Glass shades to cover the bare 


globes so popular of late years, in 
the candelabra-type fixtures used as 
replicas of the light-brackets of 
Colonial times have been adapted 
as a part of this move to correct 
faults in the installation of light- 
ing. The bare globe was injurious 
to the eyes, but such delicate and 
really lovely glass shades are now 
to be found for covering these 
globes, one may have the kind of 
fixtures that harmonize with the 
prevailing styles of furnishinprs and 
still have r-rood illumination that is 
kindly ami eflicicnt. These shades

Most famous of all the Country 


Life tapestries is the series of eight 
picturing the joys and sorrows of 
the shepherd Gombaut and his wife, 
the shepherdess Macee. The series 
starts the pair and their compan- 
ions at the age of ten years and 
conducts them through the many 
and various vicissitudes of ex- 
istence, to the end. Tlie tapestries 
were made in France and Flanders 
in the Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
centuries. 


In the French Bibliotheque Na- 


tionale there is .a set of wood block 
prints illustrating the entire series 
complete, with the seven or eight 
stanzas of verse (the last stanza 
always of five lines, the others of 
three lines) belonging to each. 


The subjects are: "Chasing But- 


terflies." "Playing Bowls," 
"Dan- 


cing," "Picnicking," "Engagement," 
"Marriage," 
"The 
Wolf," 
and 


'T>eath." 
~The last print of the series is 
signed .Jehan LeClerc. an engraver 
of Paris, who flourished at the end 
of the Sixteenth century. Apparent- 
ly the tapestry story of Gambaut 
and Macee was so popular as to 
call for a version in wood block 
illustrations, to satisfy those -who 
could not afford tapestries. 


At the Museum of St. Lo, fifty 


miles south of Cherbourg, there 
Is a set of eight Gombaut and 
Macee tapestries resembling the Le 
Clerc prints. This is the set men- 
tioned by Achille Jubinal in 1S3S. 
It was then in Arch-Chancellor Le- 
bnin's Chateau cie I.aune, in Nor- 
mandy. Two years later the set was 
presented to the newly founded 
museum at St. Lo. 


While the St. Lo tapestries are 


not sipied, it seems probable that 
they were woven in Tours. At any 
rate, the inventory of the puke de 
la Meillorayc. deceased in 1604, 
shows a similar set, of similar di- 
mensions, appraised 'by the tapis- 
siers Francois Henry and .Tean 


cquelin as "made at Tours." Odd-

able. Finally, perhaps the favorite 
of all painted furniture is the Colo- 
nial type of our forefathers—Wind- 
sor chairs, piecrust and tip tables, 
corner cabinets'. For these, all-over 
floral patterns, chintzes, landscape 
and. scenic papers, especially if set 
in panels, and quaint Dutch tile ef- 
fects that suggest earry times. 
Whatever the type of painted furni- 
ture, the paper must be in keeping 
with a free gay spirit. Anything 
solemn or staid would be out of 
tune. 


The Formal Rooms. 


Formal rooms demand damask, 


grasscloth. richly embossed papers, 
that are too serious for more inti- 
mate occasions. 
Another formal 


paper Is the flock. This is printed 
in a pattern formed of adhesive 
substance upon which fine shear- 
ings of wool reduced to a powder

Tapestry Papers. 


Tapestry papers suit furniture of 


almost any style, but Jacobean, 
Italian and heavy oak especially. 
With 
fure, 
often more contrasting and pleas- 
ant. 
Never use them with gilded 


furniture, or where a delicate or 
frolicsome effect is desired. 


Tapestry paper, as a rule, cannot 


take pictures: it is itself pictorial. 
In the indefinite foliace patterns of 
light shades, it is possible to hang 
a fairly strong picture. No water- 
color or etching should ever be 
placed on a tapestry background. 


Wallpapers^nd Draperies. 


Not only the color but the tes- 


fure of neighboring papers 
and 


draperies must harmonize. 
Don't 


use thin silk curtains against bur- 
lap walls. Velour does not go with 
chintz paper, nor madras -with a 
leather. 


The patterns t>f walls and hang- 


ings must be harmonious and not 
clashing. Too much pattern is bad. 
It is a safe generalization to have 
plain curtains with a figured wall, 
unless the figure he inconspicuous. 
Striped paper may often be used 
with figured curTalns, however. 


Above all, the hangings and pa- 


per do not need to match. Tlensing 
contrasts often take away the me- 
chanical "store" look of the room 
too painstakingly matched. 


About Pictures. 


Sometimes we are advised not to 


hang pictures on patterned paper. 
Such a generalization Is absurd. 
Many patterned papers are good 
backgrounds for pictures, better

If the wood of the floors is beau- 


tiful in both color and grain, they 
may be easily waxed. One pound 
of floor war, obtainable at almost 
any well-equipped paint establish- 
ment, -will cover about 200 square 
feet. If the floor is new, a wood 
filler should be applied, in the man- 
ner 
previously 
described. 
Then 


either one coat of shellac or clear 
varnish should be put on the floors, 
to serve as a base for the wax 
iinisb. 
i 


Floors that have been previously 


finished with either shellac or var- 
nish, wift require somewhat differ- 
ent 
treatment. 
They 
must be 


rubbed over with a mixture of 50 
per cent pure linseed oil, 40 per 
cent turpentine and 10 per cent 
dryer. After being applied, not too 
liberally, wipe it off and allow to 
dry 
thoroughly before finishing 


with wax. The was may be applied 
either with a brush or soft rag. 
After drying about an hour, the 
floor may then be polished with a 
soft rag, first rubbing -gainst the 
grain, and then with the grain. An: 
easy method of polishing is to at- 
tach a piece of felt or soft cloth to 
the bottom of the brush with which 
the was has been applied. If a high 
gloss is desired, a second coat of 
wax may be put on. in the same 
manner. 


The cleaning of a wax floor is a 


simple matter. The surface is easily 
swept by a cloth covering the 
broom. 
To keep the floor in a 


glossy condition, go over it occa- 
sionally with the floor war brush 
covered with a cloth, or one of the 
regulation weighted brushes made 
particularly for the purpose. If it 
becomes necessary to wipe up the 
floor, use a cloth dampened in 
warm water, and do not apply any 
soap to tlie cloth or floor. 


Many varnishes which contain 


stains and colors, designed to give 
a varnish appearance to wood at 
the same time it is colored In any 
number of pleasing tones, are also 
on the market. 
Their method of 


application is similar to the clear 
varnish, and any retailer will will- 
ingly give good counsel to those 
who have floor decorating prob- 
lems. 


Durable floor paints, in almost 


every color, providing wooden floors 
with tough, lasting and glossy fin- 
ishes, are manufactured, and great- 
ly simplify the problems very often 
encountered in old homes where 
the floors have been badly neglect- 
ed. A good floor paint will cover 
about GOO square feet of surface to 
the gallon, one coat, and 350 square 
feet, two coats. If the floor has not 
been painted for a long time, how- 
ever, the wood is naturally more 
absorptive and more paint will be 
required. Before paintirig. see that 
the floor is well cleaned. Soap and 
water should be used to cut the 
grease, and then the.surface rinsed 
with clear water, and allowed tn 
dry. The paint must be stirred to 
an even consistency, and if only 
one cont is desired it should he 
used as it comes from the can. If 
the floor is to receive two coats, the 
first may be applied with the paint 
thinned by the addition of 25 per 
cent turpentine. After it. has been 
allowed to dry thoroughly, the sur- 
face should be gone over with 00 
sandpaper and then dusted off 
clean.

Indeed there 
are. those who say that plain wall- 
paper should not be used ns a hnck- 
cround for pictures. 
They main- 


tain that n plain paper temls to 
efface the wall, and the sudden 
spots of isolated color of the pic- 
tures seem unsupported excres- 
cences, irritating in effect. If ricn, 
dark oil paintings, framed in heavy 
gold frames, are to be him;:, tnry 
will be suitably backed by a s"ber 
background in a brocade pattern 
that may suggest the silks or leath- 
ers employed for such purposes in 
olden times. Such a paper woulc 
be neither dull nor undecided, yet 
would not dominate the pictures. 
The color selected should harmon- 
ize with the pictures. 
It should 


diffuse, so to speak, the tone ,f tlie

Careful 
Judgment in Furnishing 


Will Make Attractive and Livable 


Dyvelling Place Though Space 


May Be Limited. 


Although to own one's home is 


the ideal of every one, we yet have 
with us the cities. Cities ever mean 
congestion of population and when 
an acre of ground must form the 
home site for scores of families, the 
apartment building is the only solu- 
tion. They can't be ignored by fur- 
niture designers, for a great propor- 
tion of our city residents live in 
them, nnd as long as there are city 
newlj-weds, new furniture will be 
acquired to put into a "three rooms 
and hath" home. Thus the range 
of apartment furniture has become 
much greater within the last few 
years. 
i Ths chief objection to an apart- 
ment as a home is that it rarely has 
a homelike atmosphere. The home- 
maker has made the mistake of try- 
ing to furnish the apartment like a 
house, and it can't be done, success- 
fully. Two girls of totally different 
types cannot wear clothes of similar 
d'esign and each look her best, yet 
each can dress to suit her particu- 
lar type and be a beauty in her own 
fashion. This applies to houses and 
apartments. 
j Rugs, furniture ond draperies 
imust be assembled with a thought 
'of their harmonious relation and 
'the space they will occupy. Often-, 
times massive furniture is crowded 
into cramped quarters until it gives 
the 
impression 
of having been 


ibought for a more pretentious es- 
'tablishment, and later brought to 
'"reduced circumstances." 


Subdued Tonei for Walli. 


The first consideration must he 


the wall*. 
Whether painted, pa- 


pered or plastered, they should be 
kept subdued In tone. Large con- 
spicuous patterns in the paper, or 
warm colors, red, yellow or orange, 
have a tendency to bring the walls 
close, while cool grays and tans are 
receding colors, which give an im- 
pression of greater space. A small 
apartment with French doors or 
wide doorways may have the walls 
In the different rooms treated alike, 
which gives n further impression of 
space, or two of the rooms may 
give a hormonious contrast, with 
the bedroom papered with a narrow 
vertical stripe. 
; When selecting the furnishings 
for the apartment, the home-maker 
should begin with the living room. 
If this room properly reflects the 
home atmosphere, the rest ot the 
apartment can take care of itself. 
It is not necessary that the furni- 
ture be of n specific style or period, 
'or even matched, but the chairs 
should all be comfortable, and each 
piece in the room in key with the 
others and with the walls, rugs and 
hangings. 


Room Influences Color Scheme. 
The. first consideration in choos- 


ing the color .scheme should he to 
determine whether the room is 
"light" or "dark." 
Nine chances to 


one are that it is (lark. Thus fore- 
armed with the knowledge that she 
must overcome the limitations of 
darkness and limited space, the 
bome-maker hns a good foundation 
to work from. The furniture should 
not. 
he too heavy and cumbersome. 


Great overstuffed pieces thnt look 
well, and are delightfully comfort- 
able in the spacious country house, 
nre.

home builder, within the past dec- 
ade there has come a systematizing 
of loans and credit with respect to 
the home-builder and his problems 
that has taken away much of the 
red tape and difficulties. There is 
no longer a reason—save an un- 
commendable 
timidity—that need 


prevent a man with a position, who 
is paying rent, from building his 
own home. 


It is desirable, before any finan- 


cial negotiations are entered into, 
to ascertain as nearly as possible, 
just what your proposed home Is to 
cost. Plans and specifications, in- 
cluding such detnils as the furnace, 
electric light fixtures, and interior 
finish, should be submitted to vari- 
ous contractors "for estimates. With 
these figures you are prepared to 
talk business. 


Unless your home is to be built 


under the contract system under 
the direction of a home-building 
company, it is always advisable to 
have your lot paid for. This is a 
tangible evidence of good faith on 
your part that cannot fail making 


] 
a good impression.'1 


of the house Talue, there are a 
number of home building com- 
panies that will take over your lot 
and build the house under the con- 
tract system. .The company will 
hold the title to the house until the 
monthly payments, usually one per. 
cent of the total, amount to the 
total value. 


Under this plan, however, you 


must look at your contract with the 
closest scrutiny. Also, consider the 
financial and business reputation of 
the company you are dealing with, 
and choose none but the best. With 
the contract system you have the 
advantage of dealing with one per- 
son' throughout the entire transac- 
tion, but it has more stringent pro- 
visions in that dispossession may 
take place in 60 days, whereas in 
the case of a mortgage you are 
safeguarded for a much longer 
time. 


Assuming that your lot is paid 


for, and you have the means to

desire more than a home for them- 
selves; they also wnnt to make un 
investment that will bring them a 
steady, even though it is a small in- 
come.* That is why the two-flat build- 
ing has been and is, a most popular 
type of building, especially In the 
larger cities. The same foundation 
walls and the same roof support and 
cover two homes, the only added cost 
being the extra, walls nnd the in- 
terior finish of the. second apart- 
ment. 
Those who have made n 


study of home building will realize 
that nn apartment building is in 
reality two or more bungalows, one 
placed on top of the other, usually 
with 
identical floor plans. 
The 


owner lives in one of the apart- 
ments and rents the other; the same 
heating plant provides for both. 


A typical building of this charac- 


ter is shown iu the illustration, 
while with the exterior view Is a 
typical tloor plan. This building is 
n't brick construction, with the ex- 
terior walls covered with n. fnce 
brick veneer.

of two families. The building is 30 
feet wide and 47 feet deep. Each 
ipartment contains live good rooms, 
buth and sunparlor, while a con- 
cealed bed in the living room pro- 
vides an extra bedroom in case it 
s needed. As the floor plan shows, 
he living room is large, 20 feet, 0 
nehcs by 33 feet, with the sunpar- 
or, 9 by 1C feet, 0 inches con- 
nected with it by double French 
doors. The dining room is connect- 
ed with the living room by a short 
hall. This room is 34 by 15 feet, 
0 inches, with a kitchen. 10 by 11 
feet, 0 inches in the Immediate rear. 
A short hall that opens off the 
dining room has a bedroom at either 
end, 
each room being 10 by 12 feet. 


The bathroom is between the bed- 
rooms and convenient to the dining 
room. An unusual amount of closet 
space is shown on the plans. 


Comparatively, the extra cost of 


n two-Hut building over a brick bun- 
gnlow of similar size is not great. 
At the same time it provides the 
owner of the building with a source 
or monthly income, thus cutting the 
"overhead" or interest nn the invest- 
ment and the cost of upkeep.

In addition to having the lot, a 


sum of money between 10 and 20 
per cent of the total value of the 
house you propose to build is al- 
most a necessity. 


If you are paying from 20 to 25 


per cent of your income for rent, 
you have that as the'~nucleus to 
make your regulnr payments, month 
by month. In'addition to 'his, such 
sums ns you would naturally save 
during the year, cnn be added to 
the payments, except the amount 
required to pay the interest on your 
deferred payments, nnd such nec- 
essnry items as fuel, -light, taxes, 
insurance nnd upkeep. 


It is advisable thnt your home 


cost no more than the total sums 
you nre prcpnrcd to pay over a 
period ot ton or fifteen years. Even 
though thnt is only $40 per month 
—for instance— over a period of 
ten ycnrs it will umotint to $!,SOO. 


Briefly, {here are three methods 


of homo, financing. One is paying 
on contract, another is borrowing 
on first and second mortgages, anil 
the third is by membership in a 
building and lonn association. 


If you have a clear title to the 


lot, 
and nre able to make a cash 


payment of from 10 to "0 per cent 


make an initial payment, then it 
will not be difficult to place a first 
mortgage of 50 to 60 per cent of 
the total house and lot value. The 
remainder will be taken care of by 
a second mortgage. 
_ 


For instance, if your house is to 
HH 


cost $6,500, you will be able to get 
l=1' 


a first mortgage of at least 53,500. 
With a first payment of $1,500, then 
the second mortgage need only be 
arranged for $1,500. The same pro- 
cedure would be in order, whether 
the cost of the house was more or 
less. 


A state hank will nearly always 


take a first-class mortgage, but 
usually the second mortgage must 
be offered to other institutions or 
individuals. Contractors are often 
willing to take the second mortgage 
in part payment of their services. 


Membership in a building anc 


loan association is one of the mosl 
practicable and satisfactory ways 
in which to arrange for financing a 
home. There are many such asso- 
ciations, entirely reputable. You 
become a member by subscribing 
for stock, payable in weekly or 
monthly installments of 25 cents or 
more per share. The number of 
shares you contract for depends, of 
course,'upon how large a loan lou 
desire. 


AVhen your payments are equal 


to from 20 to 35 per cent of the 
amount you need to build your 
home, you will obtain the loan by 
assigning your stock to the associa- 
tion, in addition to giving a first 
mortgage on both the house and 
lot to the association. The mort- 
gage Is only for the amount be- 
tween the total cost and the money 
you have paid in. 


After this has been arranged, nil 


you need do is to keep on paying 
into the association the regular 
monthly installments, plus the in- 
terest on the mortgage. Tills stock 
continues to pay dividends, and 
when the dividends nnd the earn- 
ings equal the pnr value of the 
stock, you transfer the shares to 
the association, and in turn you re- 
ceive title to the property.

HISTORY OF THE EVOLUTION 


OF THE MODERN MATTRESS 


Valuable Hints by Ralph Windoes, 


Secretary National Association 


of Upholstered Furniture 


Manufacturers. 


The first and most important rule, 


to follow in caring for upholstered 
furniture is to brush it thorougljly 
at least twice each month, and to 
use the vacuum cleaner on it once 
each week. 
This procedure will 


keep it clean and free from dust, 
and in addition it will practically 
eliminate any danger from moths. 


There are three species of clothes 


pjoths that attack articles made of 
wool, fur, bristles, hair and feath- 
ers. 
Their life histories and con- 


trol are so much alike that the 
separate species will not tie dis- 
cussed. They all pass through the 
usual life cycle of insects. That is, 
there is an adult or parent moth, 
the egg, the larvae, or worm, and 
the pupa or chrysalis. From the 
pupa emerges the adult of the fol- 
lowing generation, 


i The adult, or parent moth, is the 
'miller which one sees flying about- 
.'the house. The moths are especial- 
ly abundant during tlie spring nnd 
late summer, although In heated 
houses they may be seen almost 
any time. They themselves can- 
not damage upholstered furniture, 
but they may lay many small white 
eggs on it. They may live as long 
as three weeks, and, during that 
time, lay as many as 200 eggs each. 
These eggs hatch in about five to 
ten days, according to temperature. 
The tiny worms, or larvae, begin 
feeding as soon as they hatch nnd 
become full grown in not less thsin 
ten weeks, If conditions are favor- 
able. The rapidity of growth of the 
larvae depends not only on favor- vory th 
'able weather conditions, but. also tained. 
upon the kind of material upon 
ivhich they feed. While the adult 
moth does not eat cloth she should 
be killed whenever possible, for 
»ach female moth killed means so 
many less larvae to attack the 
goods later. It is the larvae that 
cause the destruction, for they have 
^veil-developed jaws at birth. 


It is not necessary to suffer loss 


from clothes moth attacks, ns there 
are several methods of preventing 
damage. The first, and most sim- 
ple, is to brush often, as the larvae 
nnd eggs are very delicate and n 
thorough brushing will either crush 
or remove them. In brushing, pay 
particular attention to scams nnd 
pockets, especially thosi in dnrk 
corners and against the wall. Re- 
move the loose cushions and brush 
as deeply as possible In the space 
between the seat and the back and 
arms. Brushing, in combination 
with the thorough use of the 
vacuum cleaner, should serve to re- 
move any danger of moth ravages. 


Killing Moths. 


In the event that larvae have 


hatched and begun their work of 
destruction, proceed as above out- 
lined, and then spray the infested 
parts with n good insecticide. Se- 
cure one that Is guaranteed not to 
harm fabric, wood fir varnish, and 
use considerable of it. There are a 
few chemical compositions on the 
market, 
designed especially 
for 


moth treatment, that are very efti- 
'cient it used in quantity. The dan- 
ger in using them 'does not come 
from using too much, but too little. 


Another effective method is the 


carbon disulpbide treatment. This 
is a fumigating treatment, nnd 
should be carried out in a. small 
room. If the home is equipped with 
a closet large enough to hold the 
furniture to be treated, so much 
the better, as closets usually have 
no openings other than one door. 
Place the furiture to be treated on 
the floor, ns the ens which is 
formed ns the carbon disnlphide 
evaporates is heavier than air and 
hence goes down. 
The chemical 


can be secured from any druggist 
and at least ten pounds are needed 
for every 3,000 cubic feet of space. 
The disnlphide should bfi poured 
into n large, though shallow, dish. 
\~iiir5j has been placed sit. a conveni- 
ent height above the furniture. After 
pouring lesive the room immedinte- 
lr ami seal np the cracks around 
the door as effectually as possible. 
Pasting strips of heavy wrapping 
paper over them is probably the 
iiest method. Allow the room to re- 
main closed at least 12 hours, nnd 
then nir it out. 
The unplensant 


odor will not bo long in leaving it, 
nnd one has the assurance that 
'every vestige of nnlmsil life has 
;been eliminated. 


Another protection npaitist ninths 


Is the cold storage, the facilities of 
which are available in most law 
cities.

work can be turned over to an ex- 
perienced dry cleaner, or it can be 
done at home if the bouse is 
equipped with an efficient vacuum 
cleaner. A cleaner of the stationary 
type is preferable to the portable 
machine as Its suction power is 
much greater. 


To clean, the furniture, first re- 


move the loose cushions and go 
over the entire piece with the 
vacuum cleaner, using the special 
tool which is furnished for that 
purpose. 
Shave one-naif, cake of 


neutral soap (this can be secured 
at any druggist's) in a quart of 
boiling water and allow it to thor- 
oughly dissolve. 
Mixing a. small 


amount of this solution with a little 
cold water, beat vigorously until a 
very thick and "dry" suds is ch- 
ained. 
With a stiff-bristle brush, scrub 


a small section of the fabric with 
this suds, working with a circular 
motion and covering a section not 
over eight inches in diameter. Use 
a quantity of suds to prevent un- 
even cleaning, and when the scrub- 
bing is finished scrape off us much 
of the lather as convenient and 
take up the balance with the vacu- 
um cleaner. 


Rlnsu the cleaned portion with a 


weak solution of salt water, apply- 
ing the rinse with a soft sponge 
which has been squeezed until it is 
merely damp. In wiping n fabric 
with a long pile, such as vc- 
lour or mohair, wipe with the 
nap 
of 
the 
goods to 
prevent 


forcing the bulk of the moist- 
ure into the fabric. Repeat this 
wiping until all of the soap has

been removed, and run the vacuum 
cleaner over the damp portion to 
remove as much moisture as pos- 
sible. Continue this process over 
tin: entire piece and allow It to 
thoroughly dry before use. 


Removing Stains. 


Although the foregoing method of 


cleaning will remove the bulk of 
the 
soiled portions:, 
liquids are 


sometimes spilled, the removal of 
which will require more drastic 
methods. Croat care should be exer- 
cised in this work, and the direc- 
tions should be. followed explicitly. 
Clean sponges, clean cloth or tufts 
of absorbent cotton should always 
he employed—gently, and with pa- 
tience. 


First brush tin- soiled part thor- 


oughly to remove any superficial 
ilirt. 
Apply the cleanser with a 


gentle, circular motion, extending 


manganate 01 potash and stains 
disappear. 


Fruit Stains—Same as 
coffee 


stains,. 


Grease or Oil Stains—Apply gas- 


oline or chloroform; allow same to 
soak in well, then place piece of 
blotting paper over stain, and pass 
slightly heated iron several times 
over. Or, sponge with carbon tetra- 
cliloride, rubbing with the nap of 
the goods. Continue until all traces 
of grease have disappeared. 


Ink (Writing) Stains—Apply a 


solution of biosolnte of potash 
(two) tablespoonfuls to half pint 
of water, dissolved by boiling sind 
allowed to cool. Then apply water 
to neutralize acid. If stain does not 
yield, apply permanganate of potash 
solution from bottle; then imme- 
diately apply a mixture of one part 
of peroxide of hydrogen, one part 
acetic acid, and two parts water. 
Keep saturating with the latter 
mixture until 
permanganate of 


potash and stain disappear. If stain 
still remains, apply a few drops of 
carbolic acid and then wood al- 
cohol. 


Medicine Stains—Dissolve with 


alcohol. 


Paint or Varnish Stains.—Sponge 


with carbon tetracliloride, rubbing 
with the nap of the goods. Con- 
tinue until all traces of paint have 
disappeared. 


Rust Stains—Same as Ink stains. 
Soot Stains—Saturate with ether 


nnd cover with n cup to prevent 
evaporation until the stain disap- 
pears. 


Tsir 
Stains—Except on wash 


goods, use turpentine and rub with 
benzine. On wash goods, use lard 
nnd after several hours sponge 
with carbon tetracliloride to remove 
the lard. 


It is apparent that all stains 


should be removed just as soon as 
possible. To allow them to dry in- 
creases the difficulty ot removing 
them. 


Upholstery Don'ts. 


Don't use furniture polishes, oils 


or varnishes on upholstery leather. 
They will cause- it to become sticky 
nnd to lose its lustre. When leath- 
er is in need of cleaning, use a 
dump cloth and dry with a clean 
dry cloth—returning the original 
lustre by rubbing bricky. 


Don't forget that moths will lay 


ei,.;.s under slip covers. When using 
thorn, remove them occasionally 
sind brush the furniture as directed 
before. 


Don't use a carpet beater on up- 


holstered furniture. The frequent 
use of the vacuum clesmer and the 
whisk broom will serve to remove 
all objectionable dust. 


Don't fail to remove the loose 


cushions occasionally nnd run the 
bsind In the space between the seat 
sind the back. The usual collection 
of keys, coins, pencils, etc., that 
this practice will divulge will do 
the furniture no harm, but one 
often lin.ls foodstuffs that are sub- 
ject to decay.

Days Comes the Luxurious 


Bed of Today. 


Lulled away to Morpheus by that i 


favorite, old nursery lullaby of 
childhood days, "Go tell Aunt Sally 
that the old gray goose Is dead, 
the one she's been saving to make 
a feather bed," we early learned 
some of the innermost secrets in- 
volved in the manufacture of what 
was then the feather bed, but 
which, in these later days, has 
evolved into what is now termed a 
mattress. Strange as it may seem, 
this word "mattress" Is of Arabic 
origination. In Arabian, mattress 
signifies a tufted cn.shlon. We still 
recognize this Arabic- form in our 
English word, "matellasse," the 
popular, tufted 
dress 
material 


which is so much in vogue today. 


Historians failed to record the 


type of mattress Adam used, but 
we are inclined t<5 believe that it 
was'only a soft, resilient mound of 
dried leaves. Later, in human pro- 
gression, when man learned the 
construction of weapons for the 
purpose of defense and for the pur- 
pose of providing material 
for 


bodily sustenance, we find him 
sleeping upon the skins of bis ani- 
mal kills, the soft furry covering 
of the animal acting as an inter- 
mediary softness between himself 
and the ground. The Latins intro- 
duced the "culcita" or cushion as a 
stage in the development, of the 
modern mattress. These cushions 
were kept in a corner of the room, 
and at night the head was placed 
upon a cushion, the remainder of 
the body resting upon the floor. 


This method of sleeping served 


the people very well for some time, 
until we find a few progressives 
placing the cushions on. seats of 
wood, which were built in on the 
ides of the room. These were seats 
uring the day, and beds at night.

an ideal mattress filling. It buoys 
up the body, for when curled it 
acts as so many fine little springs 


It is durable, and if carefully reno- 
vated, will last for a long period 
of time. Many grades of hair are, 
of course, employed. in mattress 
manufacture, and sometimes hogs' 
sristle is used for purposes of adul- 
teration In some of the cheaper hair 
mattresse^. This is fllegitimate for 
it is deleterious to the life of the 
mattress. Kapok, a silk cotton or 
fibre provided by nature as a car- 
rying agent and found surrounding 
the seeds of a tropical tree which 
grows in Java, Is possessed of a 
lifting and sustaining quality great- 
ly like fine-goose down, and is 
therefore considered next best to 
hair as mattress stuffing. This ma- 
terial is blown into the ticking by 
a specialized process. Cotton, the 
light, fluffy cellulose material from 
the Sunny South, Is also used in 
mattress manufacture. Cotton llnter, 
the fibre attached to the cotton 
seed, Is commonly used (or this pur- 
pose. This is also blown into the 
mattress bag, but this method is 
nbt so satisfactory as when the 
llnters are felted 
together 
and 


formed into three-inch layers of 
what we popularly know as "cotton 
batting." The felted llnters 
are 


piled layer upon layer until a de- 
sired thickness is reached, and then 
these are carefully placed in the 
bag. 


Tufting the Mattress. 


The mattress is tufted after the 


fillings are packed into it. Every 
housewife acquainted with the art 
of quilting appreciates the value of 
this performance. Without proper 
tufting the mattress would cause 
much bodily discomfort, this pr&; 
venting restful slumber. 


Mattresses, in such intimate con- 


tact with the body, naturally ab- 
sorb body odors, and it is therefore 
important for them to be frequent- 
ly renovated. Hair, kapok and cot-, 
ton mattresses should be given fre- 
quent sun baths, for tills revives 
their resiliency and keeps them in 
a sweet, clean, sanitary condition. 


When selecting a mattress for 


durability, do not expect it to last 
a life's time. Every household can 
well afford to'have a new mattress 
for each bed at least once In every 
six years. This would only neces- 
sitate an investment of two cents 
per night, and surely this cost is 
not exorbitant, for after all, what 
function of a home is more im- 
portant than that of offering per- 
fect comfort to its members? A 
good mattress, the perfect bed, pro- 
motes bodily comfort, sweet repose 
and restful slumber.

Never buy the triangular 
cords.

The Indians of New York called It 


"Dent-soosfova-no-ne," and today we 
term it American walnut, referring 
to the deservedly popular and beau- 
tiful wood which has lately returned 
to such favor. 


Whatever the literal translation 


of the Indian word may mean, cer- 
tain it is that, in beauty of form, 
toiture and finish, the wood stands 
unparalleled. 
The first American 


settlers, carving their way out of 
the wilderness, saw in the American 
walnut even a superior wood to the 
ones which they had left in their 
old homes. The wood became very 
popular for rails, buildings, furni- 
ture and rifle stocks. 


Walnut has always been popular 


among foreign furniture makers, al- 
though the high point of its popu- 
larity—now being rivaled by the 
present revival—was in tlie Colonial 
period, 
when 
honest 
craftsmen 


carved and built hundreds ot beauti- 
ful specimens o£ the cabinet maker's 
craft 


Mentioned in Bible. 


The earliest known use of walnut 


wood is recorded in the Bible, when, 
in the construction of King Solo- 
mon's temple, ebony, teak and In- 
dian walnut were used. 
The Ro- 


mans, during the days of the em- 
pire, used walnut for veneering, thus 
taking advantage of the beautiful 
figure of the grain. The wood was 
likewise much in favor in Italy, 
where the tine craftsmen did much 
exquisite carving.' A folding chair 
of walnut made in 1520 is in a 
museum in Florentine, still in good 
condition. 


Walnut trees, although first intro- 


duced in England by'the Roniaus, 
were not planted In any considera- 
ble numbers until about 1505. Then, 
for more than a hundred years, they 
continued to grow, until in the time 
of Queen Anne, they were hewn to 
make furniture, of which some spe- 
cimens are still In existence. 


In England, the artistic expres- 


sion of lleppeiwhite, Sheraton, Chip- 
pendale and the Adams brothers, 
names most intimately connected 
with the beautiful 
in furniture, 


found much of its outlet in walnut 
wood. 
Flemish, Italian, French. 


English and American woodworkers 
alike have repeatedly shown their 
preference for walnut ns a durable 
and artistically satisfying wood. 


Early American History. 


The very-earliest American wal- 


nut was naturally patterned after 
the specimens which the colonistg 
had brought with them from Eng- 
land, France, Spain and Holland. 
Americans, proud of the birth and 
history of their country, are also 
aware of the Intimate manner in 
which walnut furniture is associated 
with the history of the colonies. 


Walnut furniture was often found 


listed on the colonists' claims for 
damages, demanded of the British 
authorities when British soldiers 
had been quartered in various Amer- 
ican homes. Mrs. Washington, the. 
mother of the first President, wish-, 
ing to make her granddaughter,: 
Betty Carter, a bequest of permsvi 
nent value, chose a fine walnut writ- 
ing table, and in 1033 it is recorded 
that Governor Winslow of Plymouth 
presided at a huge walnut table. 


American walnut—or black wal-

A few general principles that 


Should be kept in mind when pre- 
paring to make the new-home or re- 
make the old one may be briefly 
summarized thus: 
Buy your lot of a reputable real- 


tor; one who knows local condi- 


Build only from plans drawn by 


an architect; a home-made house Is 
a greater mistake than a mamma- 
made suit of clothes. 
Permanent 
construction 
costs 


less in the long run; it means sav- 
ing in upkeep, insurance, etc. 


It is cheaper to build up than to 


build out. 
Have plenty of windows, sun- 


shine saves doctors' bills. Glass is 
cheaper th«n wood, brick or stone. 


A room is a picture or a daub. 


It must have a center of Interest 
and be built up of a series of units. 


Xever lose sight of a room's func- 


tional fitness. It must serve the 
purpose for which it was intended. 


Plain walls and plain or unob- 


trusive rugs make the best back- 
grounds. Let the highlights be in 
the pictures, furniture, flowers nnd 
sometimes the draperies. 


Connecting rooms' in the same 


tone or in similar tones create the 
affect of spaciousness. This is es- 
pecially desirable in small houses. 


Strive for variety in unity. Every 


room should have not less than 


• three colors to avoid monotony; 


two dominant, one a more sub-dom- 
inant; but not too many colors. 


Avoid staircase effects on the 


walls. These tire the eye as actual 
stairs tire the^egs. One, two or at 
most three horizontal lines In any 
room. Group small pictures so that 
the top line of the group is parallel 
with the top line of the large pic- 
tures or mirrors. 


Hang all large pictures and mir- 


rors with two cords or wires tinted 
the color of the walls, vertical from 
sides of frames. 


Hang all small pictures Invisibly. 


Leave large wall spaces; these cor- 
respond to rests in music. 
The 


principles underlying one art nre 
the principles underlying all the 
arts.. 


All large pieces of furniture 


(grand pinno nnd chnise lounge ex- 
cepted) should be parallel with or 
at right angles to walls. This nr- 
rangenient accentuates

The Living Room. 


The living room and the library 


are usually one, except in the more 
formal house; tlie old-fashioned 
parlor, tlinnk heaven, has passed; 
the living room frequently serves 


. the purpose of all of these.

No room is harder to 
iichleve artistically, but like all

and to provide accommodation for 
the families, who at the present 
time are forced to double up or live 
under inconvenient and unsanitary 
conditions, will keep the building in- 
dustry working at full capacity for 
several years to come. Meanwhile 
the population of cities is increasing 
by leaps and bounds and still fur- 
ther housing accommodations will 
have to be provided for the families 
represented in this increase. 


It is generally agreed by those 


who have made a study of housing 
conditions, that from five to seven 
years must elapse before the build- 
ing industry will be able to provide 
sufficient new homes to cover the 
existing shortage and to take care 
of the new families that wi'l De 
added to city populations during this 
time. 


Now, it is easy to see what this 


means. 


Before n. new building can be 


erected a lot must be purchased. 


Vacant property Is the one com- 


modity that lias not advanced pro- 
portionately since pre-war days—no 
ouc questions that—but prices are 
rising. The building boom which is 
already well under way is creating-a 
demand for building sites in every 
district, which is gradually bringing 
prices up to where they belong, and 
will eventually provide n very hand- 
some profit for those who buy now. 


Building material and labor have 


shown a reduction in price during 
the last two years and undoubtedly 
will go lower, but no very great re- 
duction can be expected for sev- 
eral years, as the law of supply 
and demand is infallible and the 
demand for building material and 
labor during the next five to seven 
years, will be infinitely greater than 
ever before in the history of this 
country.

Two-Story Square Colonial 


Prospective home, builders may 


well devote considerable time in se- 
lecting the plans for their new home 
before they finally decide upon the 
size and appearance of the building 
and start construction work. For, 
in. a great majority of cases, the 
home erected will be the home of 
the family for a great many years. 
Getting exactly what the present 
needs of the family are, and making 
some allowance for future needs, 
bring satisfaction witli the new 
home. This is obtained by ranking 
a careful study of plans and designs, 
itemizing the little conveniences 
that the women folks of the family 
want and making provision for 
each member of the family in the 
matter of room. 


Of the less expensive types of 


homes none give greater satisfac- 
tion than the square, hi-roof house, 
a good example of which is shown 
in the accompanying illustration. 
Here is a six-room house that is not 
ornate, but attractive in exterior ap- 
pearance, while the interior arrange- 
ment Is such as to provide a com- 
fortable home for a family of aver- 
age size.

It was only comparatively re- 


cently that the beauty of this style 
of architecture was realized. Now 
the Colonial is recognized as a dis- 
tinct type and America has claimed 
It ns its own. Taking this plain, 
gabled two-story, house as a basis, 
present-day architects are adding 
sun parlors and sleeping porches 
and garages at the ends of the 
building and in this way have de- 
veloped what might be termed the 
"modern Colonial house." 


An exceptionally fine example of 


the 
modern 
Colonial bouse 
is 


shown in the accompanying illus- 
tration. 
Here is a plain Colonial 


house with a typical Colonial en- 
trance and wide clapboard siding 
that has had added to it a large 
screened porch, with a sleeping 
porch above it. 
The attractive- 


ness of the exterior that has re- 
sulted from this treatment will be 
readily seen. 
x The house-itself, exclusive of the 
porch, is 30 by 24 feet, and con- 
tains seven good-sized rooms be- 
sides a rather large entrance hall 
and bathroom. At the left of the 
entrance hall is the living room ex- 
tending the entire depth of the 


house at one end, being 13 by 2i 
feet. The screened porch opens of 
the living room, and is 13 by 30 
feet. At the right of the entrance 
ball on the front is the dining room 
33 by 30 feet. G inches. 'At the 
back Is the kitchen. 


A circular stair running out o 


the entrance hall leads to a centra 
hall upstairs. Off this hall at each 
corner is a good-sized bedroom, .the 
bathroom being between those in 
the rear.

for a medium-sized home—one tha

This 
briefly is the history of the way in 
which wood has played so promi- 
nent a part in the building of 
American houses. 


It might be contended that the 


•choice ok wood was largely a mat- 
ter of chance, but there are, on the 
other hand, a number of reasons 
that make it specially suitable for 
house construction, and it is due.as 
well to those favorable traits as to 
oarlv building conditions that wood 
is so popular. . 


It has been said for many years 


that wood would probably be dis- 
placed as an American building ma- 
terial because of a diminishing sup- 
ply. While this is an undoubted 
possibility, owing to the fact that 
wood is a natural product, there are 
still ample supplies of it in most 
sections of the country, and more 
eflicient modern methods of market- 
ing and manufacturing it into mer- 
chantable 
lumber, together with 


more scientific methods of conserva- 
tion are checking the. waste, and 
it is more than likely that for many 
generations wood will both 
be 


available and hold its popularity.

Wood, of course, will burn, and 


when houses are poorly constructed 
and crowded closely together there 
is unquestionably a fire danger, but 
in the average private wooden 
house if care is taken in building 
to -see that proper fire stopping is 
Installed, which merely means that 
all open spaces leading into the 
walls are closed, there is but little 
danger of lire spreading quickly,

event a purchase money mortgage 
or the balance is given. 


Joint Tenancy. 


If it is the desire of a purchaser 


hat the home should go to his wife 
n the event of his death, the con- 
ract should provide that the deed 
'rom the seller should run to him- 
self and wife not in tenancy in 
common, 
but 
in 
joint 
tenancy, 


furthermore, it should provide that 
f one of them dies before they are 
entitled to a deed, all the pur- 
chasers' interest in the contract 
shall go to, and the deed when 


iven shall be made to, the sur- 


vivor. Much trouble and confusion 


as resulted from a failure to oh- 


serve this precaution. The princi- 
pal advantage of a joint tenancy is 
.hat it obviates the trouble, delay 
and expense involved in probating 
the decedent's estate. 


Renewal of Mortgage. 


Often property Is sold on the In- 


stallment plan, subject to a mort- 
gage which will mature before the 
purchase price is fully paid. Unless 
the purchaser is prepared to pay 
off the mortgage ut maturity the 
contract should provide for obtain- 
ing a new mortgage or an exten- 
sion oC the existing one and state 
who is to bear the. expense thereof, 
it should also obligate both seller 
nnd purchaser to execute such pn- 
pers as may become necessary for 
that purpose. 


Abstracts of Title, Etc. 


The contract should obligate thn 


seller to furnish satisfactory evi- 
dence of his title, such as nn ab- 
stract, guarantee policy, or T'irrens 
certificate, brought down to d;ite of 
the contract or date of delivery of 
deed, whichever is .agreed upon. 
Unless the purchaser is willing to 
rely upon the financial responsibil- 
ity of the seller, he should either 
have the title examined, before he 
signs the contract or have the con- 
tract so phrased that it won't he 
operative as a contract if the title 
turns out to be defective, and if he 
takes the latter course he should 
have the title examined as soon 
after he signs the contract as pos- 
sible. If the seller himself has no 
title but only a contract for the 
purchase of the property, the pur- 
chaser after completing his pay- 
ments might find himself unable to 
obtain a deed. 


Default in Taxes,.Etc. 


From the seller's point of view 


it is important not only that the 
purchaser should be obligated to 
pay all taxes, assessments and in- 
terest and principal on encum- 
brance, but also that if the pur- 
chaser defaults the seller may at 
his option pay any such item and 
thereby make the aniounr thereof 
so much additional indebtedness 
due under the contract.

In the general awakening to the 


importance of better homes the 
need for a background of under- 
standing at the outset becomes ap- 
parent. If costly and discouraging 
inlstakes are to be avoided, some 
knowledge of the intimate relation 
between the artistic and the practi- 
cal in furnishing and decoration, of 
the principles of harmony.and 'de- 
sign and the manner in which they 
are carried out must be acquired. 
Furnishing and decorating a home 
so that it will be at once comfort- 
able, artistic and livable is an un- 
dertaking- of no little consequence.

In the evolution of the better 


American home, the home-maker 
will not go far in her study of her 
plan before she begins to realize the 
part which the so-called "peroids" 
baa played in making the home a 
place of a higher significance than 
a mere roof over the head. Without 
going into an exhaustive study of 
the subject, she -nill soon come to 
•understand that the different histor- 
ical periods with which styles or 
furniture are associated have a re- 
lation to one another which bears vi- 
tally oa the well-balanced and har- 
monious whole of the successful 
home as it is understood today. 


Jacobean the First Influence. 
Going back historically the Jaco- 


bean is the earliest period whose di- 
rect Influence is, felt to any great ex- 
tent In the furniture of today. It 
was a period of English furniture 
which extended roughly from 1003 
to 1088, embracing the time from 


• the accession of the Stuart family to

od. Political conditions were becom-j 
ing more settled and the English 
had more time to turn their atten- 
tion to the refinements of living. 
With the new rulers came a follow- 
ing of the Dutch nobility who had 
no intention of adopting foreign 
manners. New varieties of furni- 
ture were introduced. Among them 
were the highboy and the lowboy, 
which were In their origin but a 
chest set on legs. The straight lines 
and angles of the Jacobean period 
began to give way to curves and 
softer contours. A variety of cabi- 
nets, cupboards nnd desks appeared. 


Comfort began to be considered as 


a factor of design. 
Furniture be- 


came more inviting nnd hospitable. 
With the adoption of curves and 
gentler outlines of design, the heavy 
carving of the Jacobean period dis- 
appeared, the furniture of the time 
depending for its beauty more on 
line than on outward decoration. 
This appeared In arches or seml-clr- 


signing and making of furniture. 
They were the patrons of the fine 
arts. The designer who received the 
royal favor had menris and oppor- 
tunity for the perfection of his 
work'on;the artistfc" side without 
the hampering of commercial con- 
siderations. 


Articles of English furniture had 


been few in number and simple and 
solid in construction. 
It wns not 


easy to get away from this influence 
in 'the direction of lighter, more 
graceful forms. Then, too, this pe- 
riod embraced the time of Cromwell 
with its Puritanical reaction against 
the ornamental. Still there followed 
a tendency later In the Jacobean 
period toward forms of more grace 
and beauty. It wns a time of con- 
flicting influences in history and It 
Is not to be wondered at that wide 
variations exist in the styles which 
are grouped under the names Jaco- 
bean. 


As might be expected, the furni- 


ture of that time was solid, thick 
and heavy—sometimes even clumsy. 
The practical, hardy life of the peo- 
ple was reflected in simple forms, 
wh'ieh were for the greater part 
rectangular. 
Mechanical oonstrne- 


' tion was strong nnd good. Onk was 


the wood most employed in the early 
Jacobean period and oak docs not 
lend itself readily to other than sim- 
ple forms. Cabiiiets were In general 
use and their broad surfaces were 
ornamented freely with heavy carv- 
ing. Lnter in the period, in the time 
of Charles II, spiral twists and scroll 
treatments aw-eared on members of 
the pieces of furniture, ns well as 
can-ing on the tiruad surfaces. 


A distinctive article of the Jaco- 


bean period wns rhe chnlr. The 
early type was n chair of wood 
throughout with n flat, rectangular 
seat and straight back having but 
little rake. Evidently ease was not 
much considered.

1700. 
Enter the Chippendale. 


Flourishing during the time of the 


kings George II and George III was 
a style, more than a period, known 
as the Chippendale, which exerted 
a lasting influence on English nnd 
American furniture building. Thom- 
as Chippendale was a good crafts- 


for advertising his work.. His chair 
models took their name usually from 
the shape of the-back. The ladder 
back, for example, took its name 
from the horizontal rails, more or 
less 
decorated, which 
extended 


'across the back. The riband or rib- 
bon-back Chippendale had a carved 
splat consisting of loops and bows of 
ribbon. Then there are fret backs, in 
which the lattice or fretwork occu- 
pied either the whole or part of the 
spa.ce between the uprights of the 
back. His top rails were either 
square, arched, or serpentine. His up- 
holstered tops had a relied tops and 
again concnve shoulders with flat, 
straight center rail. The rear up- 
rights veered outward as well as 
backward. His 
chair- seats were 


either square or narrowing toward 
the back. On his French and Eng- 
lish models, the cabriole leg and 
club, scroll, claw and ball foot ap- 
peared.

lath. In some Instances' buildings 
CM be made fireproof in this man- 
ner without extra cost provided the 
architect and the builder under- 
stand how to use the modern re- 
inforced concrete construction. A 
floor made of. colored marbles and 
Portland 
cement, ground smooth 


and polished, is not only fireproof, 
but very sanitary, easy to clean, 
easy to -repair, and will last for 
years without any expense for up- 
keep.

due, to the association of marble or 
stone fltrors with damp and cold 
basements or rooms that have not 
been heated by modern methods.

Before Building. 


By JAMES R. M. MORISON 


; Home building may be the most 
fascinating tiling in the world, or it 
may be actual misery, depending 
upon the home builder, upon the 
competence of the architect and the 
contractor who are responsible for 
carrying out the builder's ideas. To 
get the real joy out of building one's 


:home, and to achieve the best re- 
sults, a certain amount of knowledge 
of the methods of building is neces- 
sary. The architect is always sur- 
prised when he finds how little the 
owner actually, knows about the 
building of his contemplated home. 
In many Instances he cannot under- 
stand the drawings, and is not able 
to visualiuze the finished building. 
Yet there should be InSnite'pleasure 
in the building of one's own home, 
as there Is in the creation of any 
other thing. Each home should be 
not only beautiful but should have 
a certain amount of personality of 
the owner and builder. 


The selection of the site Is always 


an important thing. The most de- 
sirable house, if it Is badly placed, 
will be an unsuccessful home. I do 
not necessarily mean 
by badly 


placed, that it need face in any one 
particular 
direction, but that It 


should T)e situated In the most de- 
sirable place for the family which 
are to live in It. For example, a 
house situated a long way from 
schools and churchfes, as well ns the 
owner's place of business, would be 
badly placed, no matter how beauti- 
ful the situation might be. 
One 


must consider good water, safe sew- 
age disposal, good schools, the avail- 
ability of gas and electricity, and 
good streets, and I might add, good 
neighbors. 


After the location is decided upon, 


financing the building is the next 
stop to be considered, and it is wise 
to have a third of the cost before 
beginning. Be sure that you have 
a clear title to the property nnd be 
sure that your arrangements for the 
payments on your building have 
been completed. 


Selecting the Architect. 


., The next step is the selection of 
an architect. Here-it pays.-to be 


. cautious. The sen-ices of a capable 
man are worth much more, than he 
chnrges you. 
The sen-ices of n 


poor architect nre absolutely worth- 
less. 


An architect must ninke nil draw- 


ings necessary to the construction of 
the building and those drawings in- 
clude, beside little sketches of the 
proposed house, plans of every floor, 
and elevations of every side, drawn 
to scale; also drawings of tho more 
complicated pieces of construction 
and even drawings of all moulding 
and ornaments. Then, too, he should 
furnish a detailed nnd complete 
specification describing materials 
manufacture nnd method of erection 
of everything that goes into the 
house. All this work which tho ar 
chitect must, do Is very little appro 
elated by tho average homo builder 
I venture to say that no one who is 
not an architect realizes the num 
ber of days which it has taken to 
prepare tho designs needed. It is 
not the actual drawing that take: 
60 long but the thought and can 
necessary to secure tho maximum 
of use-able space on every tloor nn 
to perfect the appearance of the ox 
terlor. There Is one piece of ndvic 
-which I would give in the selection 
o* an architect nnd that is, the mai 
•who is willing to work too cheapl; 
la not worth employing because h 
cumot give you .the value, of you 
money. 


The architect's first duties nre t 


o---vf:lop the client's ideas into work 
able form by means of sketches, si 
that the size nnd general appear 
ance of the building, ns well as ap 
proximate cost, may be dotonnino'. 
T.'ils Is not nn easy thing to do 
Much patience is needed nn hot 
sides. 
.Always remember that a 


nrchitcct cannot by some magi 
r.-.ake a big house cost as little a 
n «i:inll one, nor can ho toll you hi 
T-.TO the working drawings 
nr 


made what the cost will be. Alway 
r-.-mumher that nn architect is cu 
ployed to design your home, bu 
that It is tho contractor's busines 
to build it. 


Sire of Rooms. 


If you know exactly the size 


the house you want, the number o 
rooms nnd the dimens'mns of tl 
rooms, you will save yourself an 
your architect much work. Kernel; 
ber always that, while lar^e roou 
are usually desirable, large roon 
cannot be put Into s::inll house 
Home builders do not always rea 
ize. that low ceilings in a sma 
house will make the house see 
larger and will be far hotter to I.,, 
at than higher eoilinss would I 
Before you decide to have

Chaste Lines for Stucco Home 


Stucco Is a popular building ma- 


erlal. It makes an attractive ex- 
erior wall of a home, and by the 
ddltlon of what is known as a 
dash" various shades and colors 
nay be obtained. It also gives the 
ppearance of permanence at a rea- 
onable cost. 
Stucco may be np- 


lled over most any of the materi- 
1s used ia homes, over wood or 
netal lath, brick or hollow clay 
ullding tile. The home shown In 


accompanying illustration is a 


ood example of the pleasing effect 
lint may be obtained by applying 
tucco to the exterior walls. 
This home was specially designed 
or a narrow lot, as It Is only 21 
eet, C inches wide, by 32 feet, long, 
xcluslve of a 7rfoot projection at 
lie rear, for porch nnd pantry, with 
sleeping porch nbove. The house 
ontnins six good rooms, exclusive 


of the sua parlor at the front and 
the sleeping porch at the rear. As 
will be seen by the floor plans, there 
is a large living room, with a cor- 
ner fireplace at the front, while 
connected with it is a large dining 
room. Tho double opening between 
these two rooms, nnd the large en- 
trance hall at the side of the liv- 
ing room give the first floor a spa- 
ciousness that is most desirable. 
All rooms on the first floor are con- 
nected, so that the work of caring 
for the home can be done with u 
minimum of steps. The second floor 
contains three good-sized bedrooms, 
bathroom and sleeping porch. 


While the exterior of this home 


has the appearance of being a plain, 
square house, the hip roof exten- 
sion and the sunparlor and front 
porch, break the plainness nnd 
make the exterior attractive. 
The 


house is set on a concrete founda- 
tion and has a full basement to ac- 
commodate the heating plant, fuel 
storage and laundry beside the 
storage space for lawn and garden 
tools, fruits, vegetables, etc. 


The straight foundation nnd up- 


per walls make this an economical 
home to build. The cost will vary 
with the 
typo 
of 
construction,

Avoid Freak House. 


In building n house which is "in- 


dividual," do not try to make.it so 
unusual that it is ridiculous. There 
are so many types fitted to your 
climate from which to select, tlmt 
there seems to be no good reason 
to build freak houses. 


You may have decided that the 


services of nn architect are not nec- 
essary. You may feel that, you wish 
to go to n builder nnd have him 
build your house. If you do this, 
be quite sure of the, fact, that little 
money, if any, will he saved, be- 
cause a builder must have plans to 


work from and he will be obliged 
to have them' made nnd you, of 
course, will have to pay him for 
having it done. After you have se- 
lected your plans, you will send 
them out to several builders, doubt- 
less, and will accept the lowest es- 
timate. 
You should not send the 


plans to any builder to whom you 
are not willing to give the job if 
tho price is satisfactory, 
remem- 


bering, always, that it costs n 
builder 
n 
considerable sum 
of 


money to make such nn estimate. 


You should never sign n contract 


with a builder unless you have per- 
fect confidence that ho is nble to 
carry through the construction of 
the. house. There arc two sides to 
each contract and when you have 
signed one, remember that if you 
expect the contractor to live up to 
his, 
you, too, have agreed to cer- 


tain things, and unless you live up 
to your part of the contract, you 
cannot expect him to abide by his. 


One thin;; which nn owner should 


always remember is that every 
change nfter the building is started, 
means an 
additional cost. 
To 


change the position of a door, a 
window, or the electrical outlets, 
costs money and should it seem im- 
perative to make these changes, it 
should be talked over with your 
architect, and the cost decided upon 
before thre work is done. One thing 
the home builder should never do, 
and that is to give Individual in- 
structions to the workmen on the 
job. The workman is not working 
for you, but for the contractor, and 
the order should come directly from 
him. 
Every" architect nnd contrac- 


tor expects nnd desires the owner 
to visit the building while in course 
of construction, but resents con- 
stnnt interference with the work. 
The best-liked clients, or the one 
the architect nnd contractor pre- 
fers to work with, is the one who 
understands his plans, reads the 
specifications, knows what the con- 
tractor has agreed to do, nnd in- 
sists 
does 


upon his doing it. But he 
resent the owner asking to 


have something done ho hns not 
agreed to do, unless he is willing to 
cheerfully pay the cost.

Every building should rest on a 


strong, durable foundation. By In- 
suring uniform distribution of the 
weight of the building on the soil, 
such a loundation'prolongs the life 
of the building, prevents settle- 
ment and cracking of vails and re- 
duces . maintenance 
and repair 


costs. Concrete meets all require- 
ments so well that it is now being 
used for basement and foundation 
construction almost to the exclu- 
sion of other materials. Concrete 
Is .always used to support sky- 
scrapers and Is so moderate In cost 
that It is economical to use It for 
foundations of even the smallest 
farm buildings. Sand and pebbles 
make up the bulk of a concrete 
mixture and can usually be ob- 
tained locally at moderate cost, 
sometimes for only the labor of 
digging. Forms -are easily made by 
any one having average carpenter 
skill, and mixing and placing Is 
done by common labor under intel- 
ligent supervision. 


Concrete foundations are unin- 


jured by freezing, thawing or'other 
weather changes. They are rat- 
proof, fireproof, economical 
and 


permament as a foundation can be 
made. 


Many cities In rat-Infested dis- 


tricts have passed ordinances re- 
quiring that buildings be made rat- 
:rocf with concrete floors and 
foundation -walls, because no rat 
can gnaw through concrete. 
By 


keeping rats out of a storage 
)ullding, a concrete foundation or 
basement wall will in a short time 
prevent -waste or destruction of 
food or other products equal to Its 
cost. 


Concrete foundation and base- 


ment walls are of two types, those 
made of concrete cast in place and 
those built of precast units, such 
as concrete block. Both types have

block walls are usually less expen- 
sive than solid concrete walls, but 
where lonfls nre very heavy or 
where there Is a severe side thrust 
of soil as In.deep cellars or hill- 
side locations, solid walls are usual- 
ly 
preferable. 
Where 
unusual 


strength is required steel reinforce- 
ment and concrete pilasters or but- 
tresses are easily added. 
v..Concrete foundation Trails and 
footings 
must 
have 
sufficient 


strength to support the weight, of 
the building safely and without set- 
tlement. 
When 
the 
foundation 


serves as a basement wall It must 


have strength to withstand the lat- 
eral pressure of the soil 'and also 
must be watertight. 


For all types of buildings It Is 


essential to extend the foundation 
below possible frost penetration 
even the firm-bearing soil rf found 
at a shallower depth. 
Then the 


foundation will not be upheaved by 
freezing. The depth to which frost 
penetrates varies and may be as 
much as sis feet in sections where 
winters are severe. 


The base of the foundation is 


usually given a "spread" or "foot- 
ing" to distribute the weight.

Stucco at Its Very Best

The employment of stucco as the 


covering of the outside walls of the 
lower part of frame houses adds 
much to their nttractivcncss. For 
by the employment of this mntcrinl 
nn appcnrnnce of permanence is 
given without much addition to the 
cost. Such a house is shown in the 
accompanying illustration. This is 
a story-and-a-half frame structure, 
the second floor extending only over 
the main part of the building. 


How attractive it has been mnde 


by the use of n series of gables in 
the room, the artistic entrance, and 
the covered driveway lending to the 
garnge is shown by tho illustration. 
The walls up to the second floor 


line have been covered with 


stucco, while above in the gnblcs 
standard clapboard siding hns been 
used. 


The house contains seven rooms, 


hath, a sun parlor, and two sleep- 
ing porches, one on the first floor 
nnd one on- the second. How well 
these are arranged and their dimen- 
sions nre shown by the floor plans. 
It will be noted that the living room 
nnd dining room nre both in the 
front nnd are separated by the en- 
trance hall. The living room, nt the 
right, opens onto tho open side 
porch, while n second opening leads 
to the sun parlor. The dining room 
and kitchen nre ranged nlong the 
other side of the house. 
A good- 


sized bedroom on tiie first floor is 
reached through the hall. Off this 
bedroom is a sleeping porch. Stairs 
running out of the hall lead to the 
second floor where there nre three 
bedrooms, a sleeping porch and 
bathroom. Two of these bedrooms 
are of unusual size, the one nt the 
front being -0 feet long nnd 1-1 feet 
wide, while the one nt the rear is 
21 feet long and M feet G inches 
wide. 


This arrangement makes n very 


comfortable and commodious house. 
There is plenty of room for n large 
fnmily, with all the modern fea- 
tures that present-day home owners 
like. Tho building is .T> by HO feet.

In many of the earlier structures 
the metal fabric was not complete- 
ly imbedded in the cement, with the 
result that the metal has rusted out 
find the cement stucco (which was

thick) has broken badly. In later 
years the mnnufacturers have rec- 
ommended that the fabric be thor- 
oughly incased in the cement, and 
have advocated 
back 
plastering 


where possible nnd the use of a pa- 
per backing where back plastering 
is not possible.

own'room. 


Three Processes of Reproduction. 


, The-art of reproduclion involves 
three .technical processes—engrav- 
ing, photography, and printing. Lit- 
tle is'-known about the art of repro- 
duction in history until the "revival 
of learning" or Renaissance was 
ushered in. Prior to this time, there 
existed only the- original paintings 
of the great, masters. Those were 
very costly, and were only able to 
be "purchased by kings, and noble- 
men. 
In the Fifteenth 
century, 


however, the art of engraving was 
introduced and became very well 
developed. Every painter employed 
'an engraver, and through tho on- 
igraver's 
work, pictures became 


widely used as units of meaning in 
the decoration of the halls and 
walls of the old castles. Raphael 
and Titian, two master painters of 
this age, employed engravers who 
:worked side by side with them, 
multiplying the designs of their 
canvasses. Ruben, a business man 
as well as a painter, established^ 
school for engravers, ami dissem- 
inated his original work through 
this channel. It is interesting to 
lincl that Durer and Kembrandt, 
two masters of painting, did their 
own engraving, and those two men 
today stand out in history as mas- 
Her engravers as well as master 
painters.

'translation ot an original, and ac- 
curate as this may ho, it can never 
be considered an exact copy.

itilitarian qualities offers valuable 
gifts of good vision, beauty, color,

In order that it fulfill all its pos- 


sible functions, however, illumin- 
ation must be lifted from the plane 
to which it has been habitually rele- 
gated in the homemakcrs' budget of 
plans, placed among the essentials, 
and given the dignity it deserves in 
thoughtful consideration and ration- 
al apportionment of expenses. To 
fudge the value of artificial lighting 
relative to that of draperies, fur- 
nishings, etc., it is necessary to loolc 
into its potentialities. 


Above all things, artificial light- 


ing must Illuminate. It must be 
applied to the home in a radiant 
glow which will enable eyes to see. 
without the discomfort of glare or 
the distress of gloom, all that they 
are required to see at all times. It

must therefore be adapted to the 
room or the portion of the room 
over which it flows. It must he log- 
ically placed, scientifically diffused 
and directed, and accurately con- 
trolled. It must be adapted in quan- 
tity and quality to the activities 
it is to illuminate; brilliant yet kind 
for reading or for working; snffly 
tinted or shadowed for occupations 
wherein no close work is involved; 
or skillfully dressed for bringing 
out the spirit of furnishings and 
decorations. 


Value Is Greater Than Cost. 
It must not be understood that 


this program 
of 
revolutionizing 


home lighting -will need to involve 
excessive costs. If planned at the 
time homes are built, good lighting 
may be accomplished for a small 
proportion of building costs. 


Under constant strain due to 


faulty .illumination, eyes become 
quickly affected. Either insufficient 
light or glaring light will prove in- 
jurious. 
Your eyes, In particuar, 


being immature and susceptible to 
permanent malformation, are de- 
serving of the protection afforded 
by correct illumination. 


Following the assurance that light 


is giving really adequate illumina- 
tion, there should be consideration 
given to the psychological possibil- 
ities of artificial light. 


"It should be evident," says a 


prominent exponent of correct light- 
ing practice, "that light is a vital 
and a powerful factor in influenc- 
ing tho moods or expressions of a 
room. In fact, the decorator's work 
is effective only when illuminated. 
By touching a switch, the expres- 
sion of a room may be altered in 
an instant. To accomplish a similar 
change, the decorator must redec- 
orate the room. It is strange that 
the powers of light have been so 
littlo appreciated." 


The adaption of correct illumina- 


tion to home lighting offers wide 
opportunities for individual expres- 
sion. Beauty walks hand in hand 
with utility, and light is being 
found so flexible, so expressive, that 
it can be made cither to create a 
picture in itself or to temper and 
shade the pictures it touches into a 
variety of charming moods. 


Lighting Laws Simple and Easy. 
To take advantage of the oppor- 


tunities offered him, the household- 
er should acquire a knowledge of 
the primary laws governing illumin- 
ation. Those are simple, and when 
once understood will stand between 
him and many faults in his illumin- 
ating svstem which might, otherwise 
exist oven though he spent much 
money buying new lamps, brackets 
and chandeliers. 


Most essential among these rules 


is one that says no light-source 
(lamp-filament) should be visible to 
the eye. If a lamp bo. so high that 
it is "out of the line of vision, this 
rule may be modified; not other- 
ni.se; and even then it may well be 
frosted or enameled.

ation are in vogue, direct and in- 
direct; with adaptations and com- 
binations into semi-direct and semi- 
indirect.

A Circle of Liflht. 


Dining room lights are of several 


types. 
There has been a tendency 


to forsake the old-time dome, which 
had several faults. It was frequent- 
ly unsightly and clumsy, and in the 
way when table was moved. If it 
hung low enough so that lamps did 
not cast blinding rays in the eyes 
of: diners, it impeded a clear view 
across the table. Yet no lighting 
effect seems as appropriate to din- 


mirror lights are seldom found. Yet 
it would appear that it might be 
wearing on'a man's nerves to he 
obliged to arrange his necktie or 
brush his hair over bis wife's shoul- 
der, as he probably does if his own 
dressing mirror is unlighted. When 
there is but one wall bracket, it is 
not difficult to guess whose dresser 
is arrayed beside it. 


Two lights for each mirror, one 


on each side, give the best light ob- 
tainable; light being thrown upon 
the face of the person dressing, and 
not into the mirror—which latter is 
a serious fault found in a great deal 
of mirror lighting. 
However, one 


pendant light just about the mirror 
and about two feet from the wall 
gives' satisfactory results if the 
lamp be sufficiently powerful and 
the shading properly doce. 


If central fixtures are used in 


bedrooms, they should be simple i_n 
line and rather unobtrusive. This 
does not preclude beauty or har- 
monization with one's scheme of 
decorations. There are being made 
so manv types of center fixtures 
that alftastes may be served. It is 
essential here, however, as else- 
where in the home, that there be 
visible no bare lamps to vex- the 
eyes. If the central fixture be close 
to the ceiling, and the ceiling fairly 
high, then shades are not absolutely 
essential; but even in this case 
frosted or enamelled lamps should 
be used. 
It is quite possible to find beauti- 


fully decorated translucent glass 
shades in sixes-which are adaptable 
to all these bedroom lights, as well 
as-to lights elsewhere. Some of the 
hand-painted shades are works of 
art. I'urcliinent "r silk shades are 
also liked; but the flow of light is 
impeded a little more by this mate- 
rial.
